NASA’s 
brains 
scan new 
blueprint

SPACE CENTER. Houston - On 
the third floor of NASA’s mission 
control, astronauts spend hours 
every day In space shuttle cockpit 
simulators "nylng" Into orbit, while 
engineers monitor the progress of 
the make-believe missions as they 
would on a real flight. 

.'The astronauLs and several hun- 
dred flight controllers are keeping 
their skills sharp In an act of faith 
that a reorganized National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion will recover from the trauma of 
the explosion of the shuttle 
Challenger and the deaths of seven 
.crew members. 

The presidential commission that 
investigated the Jan. 28 accident 
provided a blueprint for recovery In 
-a report Issued last Monday. 

And President Reagan on Friday 
gave NASA administrator James 
Fletcher and NASA 30 days -to 
-determine how and when the com- 
•mlsslon’s recommendations will be 
Timplemcntcd. 

■ 'The job will touch almost every 
element of the far-flung NASA 
establishment. And the 'organiza- 
tional and budgetary considerations 
are almost as intricate as the 
engineering demands. 

- NASA’s top priority is to correct 
the faulty Joint in a solid fuel booster 
rocket that the commission blamed 
for the Challenger accident. 

A new team of engineers from 
NASA, the National Research Coun- 
cil and Industry spent the, week at 
the Marshall Space Flight Center in 
• Alabama studying dozens of rocket 
redesign pix^posals. 

A major and costly decision that 
NASA must make is how to prove 
the safety of the redesigned rockets. 
The old design was tested in scale 
model and with the full-scale rockets 
Immobilized on a horizontal stand. 

The commission recommended 
that the new dcsigri be proven with 
vertlcal-flrlngs -over,- a- range- of 
temperatures to "duplicate the ac- 
tual launch configuration as closely 
asposslble.” 

James Wood, a Johnson Space 
Center engineer, said that to meet 
this recommendation NASA may 
have to fire boosters from a launch 
pad at the Kennedy Space Center, 
then recover them from the Atlantic 
or-examlnation. 
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Reagan wooing the Soviets

WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan has sent "a friendly letter" 
to Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
pressing for renewed high-level 
talks, a White House official said 
Sunday. 

Rcogan, returning from a weekend 
in the Catoctln Mountains at the 
presidential retreat at Comp David, 
Md.. refused, to-glve. details, of his 
proposal to Goitachcv that 
^rctary of State George Shultz 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze meet in the near 
future. 

"We just correspond — private 
correspondence,” Reagan said, wav- 


ing and smtung as he entered the 
White House, but giving no details of 
his recent missive. 

While ■ House deputy press 
secretary Albert Broshcar said 
Reagan did not mean to imply by the 
comment that he had received a 
response from Gorbachev. Brashcar 
said he did not know if a reply had 
been received. 

Broshcar said the letter, v^ich 
comes at a time of confusing signals 
•In the U.S.-Sovlets relation^lp. wos' 
conciliatory in lone. "It was e 
friendly letter,”he said. 

Brashcar said he did not know ex- 
actly when the letter was sent. He 
said he did not think that it specified 
a time for Shultz and Shevanlnadze 
to meet. 


Last November, at their first 
get-acquainted summit In Geneva, 
Reagan and Gorbachov agreed to 
meet this year in Washington and 
again next year in Moscow. 

U.S. officials let it be known that a 
June meeting had been suggested 
and the Sovlels had countcrcdwllh a 
proposal for a fall get-together, 
which was rejected by the United 
States os falling tog close to the

' "Shultz and Shevardnadze had been 
scheduled to meet in Washington 
May 14-16 to draw up on agenda for 
the next U.S.-Soviet summit session, 
but the Soviets — angered over the 
U.S. bombing of their ally Libya on 
April 15 — refused to go ahead with 
flic session. 


The cancellation marked a cool 
period In U.S.-Soviet exchanges, 
heightened by Soviet denunciations 
of the air raids Reagan had ordered 
In retaliation for Libyan leader Col. 
Moammar Gadhafl’s support of In- 
ternational terrorism. 

Reagan’s letter also comes os the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
appeared. to be settling into a pat- 
tern of mutual recriminations over 
adhcrcncc_to...thc. Strategic. Arms 
Limitalion'Trcaty. 

The ^lets had denounced the 
Reagan's announcement on May 27 
that he was no longer bound by the 
limits of the SALT II treaty as an 
"exceptionally dangerous measure."

WASHINGTON ~ The Democrat- 
locontrolled House Is, likely to urge 
President Reagan this week to 
reverse course and continue • to 
adhere to the limits set by the 
unratlfied SALT II agreement on nu- 
clear weapons.

Reagan urging him not to scrap bis 


five-year policy of complying with 
the SALT II limits as long as the 
Soviet Union did the same. 

But on May 27, the president, 
citing Soviet violations of some of 
the terms of the treaty, announced 
his administration would no longer 
be bound by SALT II. 

Reagan said the United States 
lU^ely will exceed the SALT U limits 
at the end of the year when the 13lst'

WASHINGTON - Like a cool drink 
on a hot day, the sweqilng tax- 
overhaul legislation headed for 
■ Senate approval this week has been

Veteran legislators can hardly 
recall when such a complex, far- 
reaching measure has gone throu^ 
the Senate will) such i^atlvo case, 
But the scope of the measure has 
proved to be Its strength. 

"The simple truth is- that low tax 
rates for all taxpayers are more ap- 
pealing — and more deserving — 
than the restoration of particular 
tax deductions for particular tax- 
payers," said Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, I>Mass. 

Possibly as early as Tuesday, the 
Senate will complete work on; the 
measure that would slosh individual 
and corporate tax rates while paying 
for the reductions by eliminating or 
reducing numerous deductions and 
-exemptions. Senate leaders have 
routinely been predicting the vote on 
final passage will be 100-0. 

A potent combination of tactics 
and occurrences have come together 
to produce that anticipated result. 

First, the legislation is offering 
lower rates. 

The bill would compress more than 
a dozen existing individual tax 
brackets to two — 15 percent and 27 
percent. The top rate is now 50 per- 
cent although few taxpayers actual- 
ly pay that rate. 

The lop corporate rate would be 
lowered from 40 percent to 33 per- 
cent. 

Sen. Bob Pnekwood, R-Orc„ the 
prime architL‘ct of the package and 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, has said, "Tlic absolute 
glue that holds this bill together Is 
the rates." 

Sen. John H, Cliafcc, R-R.I., a Fi- 
nance Committee member agreed 
saying. ..‘‘The driving engine of-thir" 
bill is the low rates." 

The low rates have attracted Uic 
support of many business and in- 
dustry leaders who have said Uicy 
are willing to give up some tax 
breaks in exchange for the lower tax 
rates. 

"The miracle of this Finance 
Committee bill is that the invest- 
ment community is willing to accept 
a higher tax rate for capital galas in 
-retum-for-a-!uwer-tux-rate-on canted— 
Income," Kennedy said. 

Packwood also used the lower 
rates to help fend off attempts to 
restore the deductibility of con- 
tributions to individual Retirement 
Accounts, a popular tax break for 
Individuals. 

"You can argue that the best way 
(to encourage retirement savings) is 
to leave people with more money In 
their Jeans" through lower lax 
rates, Packwood said. 

In addition, the legislation has 
been considered on the Senate floor 
under rules that make it difficult to 
offer an amendment that does not 
affect those rates or an Interest 
another simator Is trying to protect.

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Last January the patient share of the. cost for the 
first 60 days of hospitalization under Medicare went 
up 23 percent, from $400 to $492. Next January, If 
Congress does not intervene, it will go up another 16 
percent, to $572. Cost increases under Medicare are 
supposed to be subsiding. But the patient share of 
these costs, the so-called Medicare deductible, is 
soaring Instead. 

The difficulty lies in an indexing mechanism that 
made the best of sense when Congress put it in the 
law. It has been overtaken. Deductibles were intend- 
ed partly to distribute costs and partly to give pa- 
tients an incentive to avoid unnecessary hospitaliza- 
tion and keep costs down. Thus in Medicare it was 
decided that the patient would pay the first day; 
then the government would take over. To simplify 
administration, every patient pays an average cost; 
the deductible each year reflects the average daily 
cost to Medicare of hospitalization in years just past. 

The problem is that, as the government has 
tightened up in paying hospitals, the hospitals have 
responded in part (as it was hoped they would) by 
reducing lengths of stay. 

The fixed costs involved in any stay are thus 
spread over fewer days. By restraining costs per stay 
■ the government has increased costs per day. The 
deductible turns out to be based on the wrong 
measure, with badly skewed results. 

Sens. Edward Kennedy and John Heinz tried to fix 
this in the Senate budget resolution for next fiscal 
year. Their proposal was to have the deductible rise, 
each year by the same percentage as costs per stay, 
which would lift it to only $520 next year. The gov- 
ernment would have a greater share of costs to pay 
than under.current law. The senators proposed that 
the Finance Committee be instructed to raise taxes 
to pay for that. The Senate wanted neither to offend 
the elderly nor to vote for a specific tax increase, so 
Finance Committee leaders took it off the hook by 
promising to keep down the deductible in separate 
legislation later In the year. They didn’t say how 
they would^^y the cost. 

-The House was more direct. It raised its estimate 
of Medicare costs by about $1 billion for the -next 
three years. Its budget resolution assumes a deduc- 
tible next year of no more than $540. 

The budget conferees deal only in spending totals; 
they cannot command a particular change in the law. 
But they should be as explicit as they can in leaving 
room for this change. 

If it adds up to the pressure for a greater tax in- 
crease than the president wants — well, we see no 
harm in that. You have here an altogether unintend- 
ed result, a classic case of government by gremlin 
and Congress ought to get the little fellow out of 
there.

There is a contemporary feel to a conversation 
well salted with such words as "analog" and 
“digital." but few of us can use them with con- 
fidence, not to mention comprehension. 

Generally, anyone who is able to toss around 
the word "parameter" Is going to be able to han- 
dle analog-digital comparisons with aplomb. 
Some people ore bom to technical discourse, Just 
as some are bom skiers. . 

Tlie rest of us may never be able to run an 
Olympic-level course in technical speech. In fact, 
wo may never be able to make It down thebegin-- 
ners' slope without leaving a trail of silzmarks. 

Tliere Is a big difference between an analog 
watch, with hancLs, and a digital watch, which is 
all numbers. So at first glance, working out an 
understanding of .the two concepts seems an 
undemanding task. 

But straightening out the analog-digital mess 
is not half as simple as It seems. For one tiling, 

• deflnitlonsareelusjve.Theaictlonarylsnotvery 
helpful. In fact, one comes away suspecting that 
the editors themselves are uncomfortable on this 
. parUcular slippery slope 

Tliey define digital either as "of or relating to 
the fingers and toes" or "of or relating to data in 
the form of numerical digits.'.’ Apparently you 
can take vour choice. (I’ll take fingeKs and toes, )

cdltorsare downright evasive. They simply toss 
the ball back to the reader by saying an analog is 
"something that is analogous or similar to 
something else.” 

Obviously, they aren't taking any chances. 

They can't go wrong by Idling you that an 
analog is an analog. 

Unforlunalely. the trip to the dictionary ’ 

leaves a literal-minded individual in a quandary, 
like a rat that smcllschce.se in every 
passageway in the maze. Tlie problem Ls that you 
can use the dictionary definitions toconfu.se the 
issue beyond all recognition. 

If. tor example, acavemanoncccountodUirec • 
rocks on three fingers, he was using those digits 
as analogs for rocks, which means he was 
employing a digital analog, 

- If tliere can be such a thing as a digital analog, 
it stands to rea.son that the whole concept can be 
flipflopped to produce the analog digit, All you 
have to do is reverse that caveman example: He 
could have used the three rocks tosland for 


three fingers — which would make them analogs 
for digits. 

It Is no wonder the diet (onary editors hedged 
their bets. Unfortunately, the same distressing 
line of reason seems also to apply to the two 
varieties of timepieces. At first ^ance, there is 
groat deal of difference between watching a 
sweep-second hand move around the dial of an 
analog watch and observing the seconds change 
in the display of a digital watch. 

But you don't look at the hands of a watch at 
noon and say. "The sun is directly overhead," 
The hands may analogize the rotation of the 
earth, but the analogy is expressed with 
numlx.‘r.s. You say, "it’s 12 noon" or "It’s 12 
p.m," 

So that makes on analog watch a digital 
device. Similarly, a digital watch, with Its 
flashing display, offers a digital analogy for the 
[w.silionoflhesun. 

That means people have to talk twice as mudi 
to compensate for the fact that they don’t know 
what they’re talking about. If everybody 
understood what they were saying, that would . 
undoubtedly change the parameters of tedinlcal 
discourse — no^o mention the p erimeters.

■ BOISE— So why should anyone in Boise, , 
Pocatello or Coeur d'Alene care about whether 
anC.B-mile, 24-fool-wjdc gravel road is built in a 
remote area of eastern Idaho?

Tlie past ski season, despite all thoSOth an- 
niversary hullabaloo, didn’t prevent some 
businesses from folding their tents and silently 
stealing away, 

Tlie slack that followed was slacker than usual, 
and more businesses became htsloiy. Main 
Street In Hailey has come to resemble a ghost 
town. So It comes as no surprise that valleylles 
arc looking fora freshening breeze to chase away 
the economic doldrums. 

One of the latest Ideas is pari-mutuel horserac- 
Ing. 

Tlie Uieory advanced on Uiis is that the Wood 
River Valley is a natural site for a race track 
Horse-lovers and breed ers abo und there, the 
scenery’s terrific, and Uie economy is already 
geared toward tourism, What's needed, propo- 
nents of the idea feel. Is some sort of draw to (111 
..In the soft spots on the tourism calendar. 

The Idea is appealling, although I suspect there 
may be more regulatory pitfalls than the race 
track promoters realize. Still. 1 wish them well. 

But why stop there? There are several other 
possibilities for Increasing Sun Valley’s share of 
the tourist pie. For example; 

• Athemepark: Bald Mountain Isn't used 
much during the summer months, so why not 
maximize its potential through the clever use of 
amusement devices? Blit those wimpy, safe rides 
found at most amusembnt parks wouldn't do, It 
would have to be appropriate to the active, out- 
door lifestyle of the valley. 

How about a “Sllde-for-Llfe” from the Roun- 



dhouse to the River Run parking lot? Thrill-seek- 
ing tourists could dangle from a handle attached 
to a cable strung the several thousand feci be- 
tween lho.se two polnLs. Imagine the excitement 
as your palms sweat, your muscles weaken and 
your nerves fail hurtling downhill at high speed. 
The ride could end in a straw pile or by balling 
out into the frigid Big Wood River. 

Other possibilities at "Earl’s World" could in- 
clude: the damming of Warm Springs Ctrek to 
_creale an Impoundment for hot springs bathing 
and windsurfing; "The Kctchum Grand Prbe,” in 
which visitors get to act like locals by driving 
go-karts at breakneck speed over Kelchum's 
pot-holed streets (guaranteed to loosen stiff 
joints) from the Warm Spring side of Baldy to 
River Run; and "GolngLocal,"wbere visitors 
pay a hefty price to dress casually and sit on a 
sundeck for two hours. 

• Tours of the Big Wood River: Visitors could 
have the rare opportunity of rafting one of * 

south-central Idaho's most picturesque rivers 
shortly before It’s turned into a concrete-lined 
flume by land developers. This should aM>eal to 
nature-lovers looking for talcs to tell their 
grandchildren.

Visitors could be givoi bus toursof tbe homes of 
CTint Eastwood, Richard Zanuclt, John McEnroe, 


Jack Hemingway, et al, as well as their favorite 
haunts. For example, ft isn't well known, but 
Eastwood frequents the Kctchum Library and 
Hemingway has been seen at Uio Ohio Gulch 
dump. 'Ric lour could also Include some of the 
most-expensive spec’ homes built In Idaho, many 
of which have never been occupied. 

Something needs to be done to spice things up 
around Sun Valley. It's been dullsville lately. Us- 
ed to be the local papers chronicled some fairly 
Interesting doings. Now they’re both preoccupied 
with reporting bn a court dispute between them 
over who gels to publish Kelchum’s legal 
notices. 

Growth, which not long ago was t/ieblg issue In 
the valley, has been replaced by shrinkage. 

Many merchants, meanwhile, are pulling on a 
happy face to off-set the many recent business 
failures, accentuating Ibeposltlve. It’s 
understandable. 

Personally.! think the shake-out has been 
healthy. Some of the failed businesses seemed 
doomM from the start, either by a weak Idea, 
too much competition, or poor managemenL The 
survivors are still around because ttey offered 
what customers were looking for — value, quali- 
ty and good service. 

Sun Valley has much to offer visitors, and the 
race track might be a good Idea, but tbe area has 
prospered In the past without turning to glm- 
. mlcks or quick-fixes andltpr^jably will again.

NOW resolutions delivered 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Almost 
.hall the Icderal installations han- 
dling toxic wastes Averc found to be 
violating federal hazardous waste 
laws when Inspected, congressional 
investigators said In a report. 

An InvesllMilon carried out by 
the congrcs^onal General Accoun- 
ting Office found that 71 percent of 
Installations examined had not been 
inspected by state authorities or the 
Envlommcntal Protection Agency, 
and of those that had been dicckcd, 
46 percent were violating require- 
ments of the Resources Conserva- 
tion and Recovery Act. or RCRA. 

GAO Investigators last year look- 
ed at the actlvltcs of 247 Installa- 
tions of 17 civilian agencies handling 
hazardous wastes In I2sta(cs. 

"Federal agency performance In 
Implementing (the law) has been 
less than exemplary,” Uic GAO said 
In the report made available last 
week. 

Investigators found that ten fed- 
eral agencies had provided little or 
no guidance on hazardous waste 
disposal to their field activities, and 


six had done no follow-up to see tliat 
requirements under the law were 
understood. 

Eight agencies were not even con- 
fident that they had identified all of 
their Installations that handle haz- 
ardous waste, and two others had 
serious reservations about whether 
they had. 

"We found that the overall reason 
for federal agencies’ slow progress In 
assuring that Ihclr inventory of 
handlers was complete was a lack of 
agency headquarters attention and 
emphasis in Impiemcntlng tlie 
RCRA program,"- the Investigators 
said in their report to the House 
Energy and ([Commerce Ck>mmlltee's 
commerce subcommittee. 

A lack of expertise In the agencies 
also has hampered compliance, the 
GAO found. 

The report also cited a violation 
that was corrected, at tlic Marshall 
Space Flight Center at Huntsville, 
Ala., run by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion, where groundwater monitoring 
wells were Installed In the wrong 


places and the job had to be done 
over. 

Environmental officials at la 
agencies — the Army (Torps of ■ 
Engineers, the General Services 
Administration, the Veterans Ad- - 
ministration, Uie Postal Service, 
and the departments of Justice, 
Housing and Urban Development. 
Agriculture, Treasury, Ckimmercc 
and Labor — did not even know that 
handling ns lllUe as 2.2 pounds a 
month of any one of more than 100 
particularly hazardous substances 
would bring their faciltles under 
jurisdiction of the hazardous waste 
law. 

The survey covered facilities han- 
dling hazardous wastes of those fed- 
eral agencies plus the departments 
of Energy, Interior, Transportation, , 
Health and Human Services, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, NASA 
and EPA'llscK. Many of the installa- 
tions were laboratories.

It-slammed Into a concrete pillar, 
killing three people and Injuring 19. 

“We 'heard screaming, turned 
arqund and there were sparks flying 
everywhere,'’ said Shawn McIntyre, 
19, ’• of Edmonton, a witness to the 
tragedy at the West Edmonton Mall. 

“Ihen I saw one body flying. One 
girl tookeef like her skull cap was 
missing, We were right there and 
checked her pulse and I yelled for 
them to get somebody up here. ' ’

But In the 1983 competition in Beauport Bay, the average wind- 
surfer participated in seven three-hour races and fell 18. times.

When teen-agers sock but 
don't find support and 
guidance from their parents, 
they may turn to their peers 
to fill the gap. Ironically, those 
teens who most suffer a lack of 
Intimacy at home arc also the 
ones least likely to find it in 
tbclr friendships. 

Researchers Martin Gold 
and Denise Yanof surveyed 132 
Michigan high school girls, 
asking them to assess the 
degree of affection they shared 
with their mothers, how 
authoritarian they thought 
their mothers were and 
whether they fell their 
mothers were oppropriate role 
models. Each student also 
evaluated her relationship 
with a close girlfriend, rating 
the affection she felt they 
shared, how dominant she was 
In the relationship and how 
much she wanted to be like her 
girlfriend. 

Gold and Yanof found that 
when teens fed close to their 
mothers, they also have warm 
relationships with their 
friends.’ Girls who see their 
mothers as "dcmocrallc" and 
say they want to be like them 
form especially good bonds 
with peers. 

Friendships formed In part 
to compensate for a lack of 
love at home, in contrast, 
don’t seem to make a satisfac- 
tory substitute.

Sense of self: Sooner the worse?

Today’s parents, unlike any 
generation before, arc tuned in to 
milestones of child development. Did 
their infant make eye contact at the 
appropriate age? Why isn’t their 
toddler toddling or putting together 
two-word sentences? The emphasis 
Is on reaching each IntcHectud and 
emotional mark at least on time, 
preferably ahead of the pack 

Now comes evidence that when It 
comes to a fundamental sort of 
milestone — the development of a 
child’s sense of identity — the tardy 
may' be better off than the quick. 
Psychologist Michael Lewis rc^rts 
that Infants who are emotionally in- 
secure are more apt to be ahead of 
the pack In developing self- 
awareness, perhaps because they 
are being forced lo be too indepen- 
dent too soon. 

Lewis, working with John Jasklr 
and Jeanne Brooks-Gunn, studied 37 
1-ycar-oIds using a standard 
measure of Infant-mother attach- 
ment. Tliey observed the children 
again at 18 months and 24 months to 
test their developing sense of identi- 
ty using the mirror recognition pro- 
cedure: children who see themselves 
In a mirror and touch Ihctr own nose 
are thought to have a more highly 
developed sense of self than do 
children who reach for the reflected 
Image.

What the researchers found was 
that It was the Insecurely attached 
infants who were most apt to 
recognize themselves at the early 
age of 10 months. The Infants who 
had been securely attached to their 
mothers at 1 year followed a "more 
traditional developmental path” in 
becoming self-aware at around 2 
years of age. 

Lewis and his colleagues do not 
view their insecure infants’ 
premature self-awareness op- 
timistically. It may well be that in- 
secure babies are the first to reach 
this-partlcular mlleslono, but there 


Is no evidence that the self-concepts 
they ultimately develop will be more 
positive. It is likely, they conclude, 
that securely attached Ipfants, hav- 
ing a belter balance of 'dependence 
and self-reliance, will ultimately 
have healthier self-conccpts and less 
psychopathology.

NEWARK. N.J. (AP) - The 55,000 
students in the state's largest city 
learned the deadly lesson of "crack” 
Friday, os Icachcre dropped their 
usual morning subjects to talk about 
the highly potent and addictive form 
of cocaine. 

The school district ordered its 85 
elementary, middle and high schools 
lo devote the day's first two classes 
to teaching the dangers of the 
crystallzeddrug. 

School officials began developing 
the "Attack_on Oack*', when. thc_ 
drug became pqiular several months 
ago, and said they hqxxl the pro- 
gram would head off a crack inva- 
sion In the schools of a city plagued 
with drug problems. 

School administrators and police 
don't know* how widespread crack 
use Is in the sdrools. "If it's in the 
cofomunity, you have to believe It's 
somowhcrc in system,” said 
district spoki^an Bert Wilson. 

“It is there. But vrt* really don’t 
have any statistics,” said Detective 
Lt. Rob^ Scarillo of the Newark 
police narcotics squad. 

Crack use api»rently is soaring 
among young adults in Newark. In 
the past five months, 70 percent of 
all drug arrcsts have involved crack, 
policesaid. 

Administrators want to reach tiic 


students before the long summer 
vacation when young people ore Idle. 
”We know It’s an Issue. We know It’s 
0 danger. We know kids are dying,” 
said West Side High School Vice 
Principal Mary Bennett. 

West Side Principal Nathaniel 
Potts said only several of his 1,^ 
students had been caught with the 
drug. 

Friday was prom day at the in- 
ner-city school and students were 
restless with preparations for the 
event, .As they walked to school, the 
odor of marijuana wafted through 
the air. 

Inside, reading teacher Patricia 
Fullllove asked her ninth-grade class 
what they would soy to a friend us- 
ing crack. 

"You have a whole life ahead of 
you. Why do you want to mess up 
your life with crack?" answered 
Yolanda Rollins, 15. 

“H I’m going to sell you drugs, 
what do I get out of It?" Mra. 
Full)love asked. “Money,” answered 
several voices. 

Crack, sometimes sold In three- 
quartcr-lnch gloss vials for $10 to $25 
and most often smoked, Is 95 percent 
lo 90 percent pure cocaine that 
rushes Immediately to the brain and 
provldesan Intense, brief euphoria.

depression, which they often try to 
alleviate with more crack. 

Addiction can come in six to eight 
weeks, according lo the National In- 
stitute on Drug Abuse. The National 
Cocaine Hotline estimates that 1 
million Americans have tried the 
drug. 

Dr. Arnold Washington, research 
director of the Summit, N.J.-based 
Fair Oaks Hospital hot line, said a 
third of its calls are from crack 
users, and of those, as many os 20 
percent are people under 18. L 

In Ginger Brock’s ninth-grade 
English dass at West Side Hl^, all 
the students said they knew so^ 
mcone who had used crack. 

What does crack do to people, she 
asked. 

"They start beating on kids,” said 
Rhetta Jackson, 15. 

One student said he saw someone 
vomit. Another said crack caused a 
traffic accident involving somcond 
he knew.

- TWIN FALLS — The Twin Falls County 
Fair Board voted Friday to determine If 
enough of the structural problems at the 
Produce Building could be repaired cnou^ 
to keep it open during the 1006 fair this fall. 

A county building inspector earlier In the 
we<^ told the board that the structure was 
In violation of building codes because of 
severe problems with the roof. 

The board decided Friday to ask Lee 
Taylor, the Inspector who also scn’cs as the 
county zoning administrator, and engineer 
Gerald Martens to rocxamlnc the building 
to determine what repair work would bo 


need^ to keep it open just tor one more 
year.* Martens had prepared a report to the 
county on the deficiencies of the building 
which contains many agricultural displays 
during the fair. 

Taylor also had reported that the cost of 
repairs for replacing the roof might amount 
to $40,000. 

But the fair board members agreed Friday 
that they didn’t want to spend any more 
money than was necessary on the building on 
temporary repairs. 

‘‘I don’t think we’ve been locked out," 
Commissioner Marvin Hemplcman said. The 
building probably could be used one more 
year. 

Fair board member Don Kramer added. 


"They never did say we could not use It. 
Ttx:y said It was not structually sound." 

But Fair manager Tom Shousc said In his 
discussions with Taylor and Martens the one 
fact that emerged was that the building was 
unsafe. It was not the same building as lost 
year b^ausc the hard winter took Its toll, he 
added. 

Before the board decided on what action It 
would take, Its members discussed options 
to finance a new structure to replace the 
Pr^uce Building, built sometime In the 
1900s. 

Hemplcman said that the county was bar* 
red — without a vole from the people — 
from borrowing money that would Indebt it 
over a period of years. 


A special levy also was mentioned. 

"I think that dilutes the rest of our (the 
county’s) money,” Hcmpleman said. 

Board member Carl Grlnsted suggested a 
revenue bond, but It would require a two- 
thirds majority vote. 

Yet, the board members agreed it was too 
late to obtain financing to build a new Pro- 
duce Building in time for the fair. 

"We’ve got 75 days until the fair,” Shouse 
said. 

Kramer said, “I still think we could get by 
this year. I come from the west end and they 
use that building awful heavy. They say do 
what you can to keep the building open." 

Hemplcman said there Is liability 
coverage on the building, The only insurance 


question had been on replacement if It col- 
lapsed. 

The building had been inspected by Taylor 
and Martens because Uie county’s insurers 
requested one. Tlie insurers were concerned 
because the Produce Building might collapse, 
because it wa.s designed .similarly to the 
Merchants Building that collapsed under the 
wel^t of snow Iasi winter, 

Shouse said there would be no other space 
at this year’s fair for the agricultural 
displays normally held In the Produce 
Building. 

"It we lose that, wo lose half the fair," he 
added, 

Tlic board also agreed that any repairs to 
the building would have to bo done as soon ns 
possible.

Petition opposes juvenile center

GLENNS FERRY - Superinten- 
dent Jim Garrett said Uie $12, (XX) 
Pre-Vocational Education grant 
received by the Glenns Ferry School 
District was one of the largest of Its 
kind given in Idaho. 

“It’s a tremendous reward for a 
lot of hard work by the teachers In 
those departments,” Garrett said. 
Garrett commended Carlene Vlner, 
Dennis Uhl and Len Penner for the 
way the grant application was put 
together. "They don’t give a grant 
without going over everything with 
a fine tooth comb, They went over 
both the philosophy and reality of 
our program In depth,” he said. 

Garrett referred to a letter from 
Dr. Larry Sclland, Slate Ad- 
ministrator of Vocational Elduca- 
tlon, in which he said, “We In the 
State Division of Vocational Edua- 
tlon are proud of your efforts in mak- 
ing a comprehensive vocational of- 
fering for the students of Glenns 
Ferry. I appreciate your concern for 
broad-based experiences for the high 
school student. The mulll-occupa- 
tlons approach is a good way to tet- 
ter serve Individual Interests and 
aspirations." Garrett said they are 
presently looking Into the possibility 
of adding a course in Home Health 
Care to the vckkI program, as It Is a 


service that Is increasingly In de- 
mand. 

There was controversy last year 
when the decision was made by the 
school board to abandon the already 
functioning vo-tcch program and in- 
troduce the vo-ag program into the 
curriculum.

Until a new terminal is installed, 
the asssessor’s office says that 


customers can avoid waiting In long 
lines by mailing In renewals for car | 
and pickup registrations. If owners i 
must register their vehicles In per- 
son, they can help by bringing the 
registration form or a reminder 
notice with them. 

Also, customers arc advised to 
avoid visiting the office during the 
first and last weeks of the month, 
when lines arc usually the longest. 

Maxwell said 3,112 vehicles were 
registered using two terminals in 
Minidoka County last month, well 
above the state average of 600 
registrations per terminal per 
month. 

Cassia County had suffered from 
similar problems until it received a 
third terminal last month, Cassia 
County Deputy Assessor Doreen 
Dailey said Friday. The additional 
terminal made a “huge difference,” 
Dailey said, adding that she can 
sympathize with the plight of the 
Minidoka office.

East must reason soundly to find 
today’s winning defense. One rou- 
tine move and South will be able to 
steal tjic game. 

Dutnmy’s club jack Is covered by 
Erast's queen, and South wins. 
Trumps arc drawn in two rounds, 
and South leads a low diamond to 
dummy’s queen and East's king. 
What should East lead? 

If East makes the “safe" return 
of a minor suit, South makes game 
easily. If the lead Is a club, dummy’s 
ace wins and a diamond is led to 
South's 10 and West's ace. The spado 
shift Is now obvious, but it's too late. 
South throws a spade on one of dum- 
my’s diamonds and the defenders 
get only three tricks. If East returns 
a diamond after winning his dia- 
mond king, the same result is 
achieved, only more quickly. 

After winning bis diamond king, 
Elast should reason that his side has 
no cliib tricks and at most two dia- 
monds. To beat the game, his side 
must win two spade trteks. To set up 
two winners, £}ast shifts, to the 
spade jack, conceding a trick to 
dummy. However, when West wins 
bis diamond ace. a spade lead 
through dummy’s remaining honor 
gives Elast his two spade winners, 
and instead of 10 tricks. South has 
only nine.-

better than Lanny Wadklns and 
Chip Beck and three strokes ahead 
of Lee Trevino and Hal SUlton, 
who started the day a stroke'off 
the pace set by Australian Greg 
Norman, 

“It’s a phenomenal experience 
to achieve one of the great desires 
I’ve had, ever since 1 was a little 
guy playing golf,” Floyd said. 

It came as no surprise to his 
peers, who hold this tough-minded 
man in the highest esteem. 

Trevino and Wadklns were ex- 
amples. ’Trevino was on the golf 
course, playing behind Floyd, and 
-Wadklns was In the cluMiouse, his 
day’s work finished after a 
record-lying 65 and hoping for a 
spot in a playoff, when Floyd drop- 
ped a birdie putt on the 16th hole. 


’Trevino and-^Wadklns knew the 
game was over. 

"Well, damn.” Lanny said, turn- 
ing to a clubhouse atlendcnt. “Go 
get my dubs and put ’em in the 
car.” 

“Ray’s a helluva player. He’s a 
grinder. When he gets in front of 
you. he just grinds you down,” 
Trevino sold. 

"There Is none better when he 
gets in front, and he gets that look 
In hlscycs," Wadklnssaid. 

And Floyd's eyes were gleaming 
when he fired a dosing 66, a 
bogey-free effort of 4 under par on 
historic Shlnnecock Hills, and 
shouldered aside nine others who 
led or shared the lead at one time 
or another over the final 18 holes. 

"Realistically, today 1 fdt like I 
had to do it,” Floyd said. “It was 
probably my last chance. Maybe 
not, but probably." 

"Who needs the Seniors Tour?"

Tlie victory ended two decades 
of frustration for Floyd, who won 
the 197G Masters as wdl as the 
1969 and 1982 PGA and someday 
almost certainly will be In the 
World Golf Hall of Fame.

“I figured 1 had to get It in the 
red (the designation for sub-par 
scores),” he said. "That was going 


tobcenough.” 

But it never happened. 

Norman’s game fell opart in a 
shower of bogeys that produced a 
final-round 75 and a 285 total for 
the tournament and a lie for 12th 
place, sbe strokes behind champion 
Ray Floyd, the only man who 
managed to finish below par for the 
72 holes. 

"It’s not that I gave it away,” he 
said, "but I didn’t have a chance 
with the score I shot." 

Norman said his game disap- 


peared early,' on the 471-yard sixth 
hole. He missed a 'par piilt there 
and held out his hands, os if he 
were asking the ball, or tbe green, 
or the hole for some explanation'.”^ • 

“I just played flat after thaC.'Kc 
said. "I didn’t have much ej^tlbh. 
My emotion changed after that. 
Why. I don’t know. 

"1 tried to get fired up. I -did 
everything I could do mentally, 
walking to the next tec. But when 
things don’t happen for you, they 
don’t happen. 1 couldn't light' the 


wick to set, the explosion going. It 
was just one of . those days, I 
guess.” 

Troubled by a heckling crowd in 
Ihfe third round, ' Norman found • 
Sunday’s gallery polite, almost to a 
fault. A uniformed police officer 
and another in plain clothes ac- 
companied Norman around the 
course.

BOSTON — Wade Boggs and his 
cocoon are insurable.

Boggs uses his cocoon as a per- 
sonal shelter 'to avoid'" Being' 
distracted. 

"One of the first things I learned 
In life Is that if you build a cocoon no 
one can divert you from your goals,” 
he explained. 

Boggs insisted that every gome — 


not hitting .400 — is his dolly con- 
cern; basdiall greatness Is his ac- 
knowledged goal. 

"I build a cocoon every day 
because greatness in this business is 
built by performing every day, every 
month, every year," he said. 

— "He-concentfeUs-o n -every p itch, 
follows it oil the way to the glove,” 
Boston catcher Rich Gedman said. 
"He_ conccntrates_every.day_'niere . 
are days when the rest of us think 
• we’re concenlrallng. but we’re not. I 
don’t think he has Ih^ days.” 

Boggs said be became aware of the 
Inqxirtancc of concentration as a 
boy when he watched Pete Rose and 
the way he’d follow the ball. “It 


became a mental thing. So I always 
follow the ball — and blo^ 
everything else out," he said. 

Boggs, Vi4m) began this season with 
a career average of .351 with 771 hlB 
in four years with the Red Sox, hit 
J168 In 198 5 wit h 240 hi ts, n x^'ln the 
uujur iwigus since BUT HIT 
average was Boston's highest since 
Hall of Tamer Ted Williams hit .388 
In 1957. 

Now, with his average hovering 
around .400, Boggs is trying to 
become the first .400 hitter In the 
majors since Williams hit .406 in 
1941. 

"1 just have to get as many hits as 
I can and ^tever cumber I ^ up 


with, that will be it,” he said of his 
chances. 

Boggs admits "I might have a 
stronger drive” alter losing his ar- 
bitration bid In February for a $1.85 
million salary this year. He had to 
s ettle for $1,35 million, after win ning 

mlllloh Irom an arbitrator In 1904. 

TTie son of a retired military of- 
ficer, Boggs Is a man oI__self 
dlscllpllne and regimentalloh. His 
work timetable rarely changes, from 
the time of his pregame dinner, 
mosty chicken, to the time he 
checks into the cluhouse and puts on 
his uniform. He even allows time for 
Interviews or other public relations 
demands. 


Boggs Is prepared for the added 
demands on his time if he continues 
to flirt with .400. He learned of those 
demands in 1983, when he led the 
league with a .361 average, and last 
year when he had. a 28-game hilling 

challenging Joe DlMaggio’s record of 
SCgames.

Mexico will play the winner of 
Tuesday's match between Moroc- 
co and West Germany. That 
third-round game will be next 
Saturday In Monterrey. 

Before an A2lcc Stadium sellout 
crowd of 114,000 that roared its 
approval every lime the Mexicans 
threatened, Negrete scored one of 
the most stylish goals of the tour- 
nament at 35 minutes.

The 33-yeor-oId Connors sold he

hitting a iob shot, he slipped on the 
’ gross and almost did a split. 

After Saturday’s victory, he said 
it didn't hurt, but that he would 
have It treated later. 

- - Sunday, Connors, who had advanc- 
.cd to the final without dropping a 
set, first showed signs of the injury 
in the third game, when he lost his 
service to the first time. 

Mayotte, winner of the NCAA title 
jn 1381 while at Stanford University, 
slaved off one break point to hold his 


serve In the fourth game and in- 
crcaschlsIcadto3-l. 

On the changeover following the 
filth game. Todd Snyder, the 
Association of Tennis Professionals 
trainer, came on the court and at- 
tended to Connors' right thigh. 

Connors showed no signs of limp- 
ing. as he won a point, but llmp« 
noticeably whenever he lost a point 
and alter he served.
